The  different  sizes  will  be  designated  as  follow’s :  X.  for  large,  M. 
for  medium ;  S.  for  small  and  Bits,  for  bulblets.  large  and  medium 
bulbs  are  always  of  blooming  size  and  many  of  the  small  ones  will 
bloom  and  will  make  the  best  of  bulbs  for  the  next  season. 

1  would  mention  that  there  are  a  few  varieties  that  do  not  make 
very  large  bulbs,  M.  size,  in  order  words,  would  be  a  good  size  for  a 

few  of  these  varieties.  ;
